St. Petersburg, June 19.—Special dis- 
patches received here from Teheran say 
that Persian patriotic societies at Te- 

Tabriz, Kasvin and  Ispahan

that Germany send officers and offi- 
cials to reorganize the Persian army 
and government. 

The Turkish invasion of Persia arises 
from a question of sovereignty over 
Armenian territory. In January of this 
year Turkey began concentrating re- 
serves on the Persian frontier 
Turkish troops soon crossed the border 
in the vicinity of Urumiah and began 
committing depredations.

OLD TAX WAS REMITTED. 


No Action Taken, However, on For- 
eign Railroad “orporations. 


Montgomery, Ala., June 19.—The state 
board of equalization todey relieved 
domestic railroad corporations in Aljia- 
bama of the special tax formerly as- 
seased for the support of the railroad 
commission. No action was taken in 
favor of the foreign corporation ralil- 
roads, which are at present attacking 
the validity of the especial franchise 
tax imposed by an act of the liegisla- 
ture. 

Under the old law raflroad oorpora- 
tions were assessed a tax, the proceeds 
of which were to go to the support of 
the state railroad commission. This 
tax ran from June ! to June tl.

The work is prac- 
tically finished; trains are running trom 
srunswick to Atlanta, and will be run- 
ning from Brunswick to 
by about August !, 1908: our ships are 
giving regular sérvice between New York 
and Brunswick in connection with the 
Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic rajil- 
road and other railroads. Our coal] is 
being mined and our iron manufacture d 
in Our Own furnaces; both are being car- 
ried from Birmingham on our road 
throughout our territory and on our 
Ships and other ships from Brunswick. 


650 Miles of Railroad. 


“This work, now nearly completed, cov- 
ers the constructidn at one time of 650 
miles of railroad (as the portions we 
acquired have been reconstructed). with 
130 miles of secondary track in addition, 
or 780 miles in all; the construction and 
putting in Operation of the line of steam. 
ships; the construction of tron furnaces; 
the construction of coal mines: the con- 
Struction of terminals not only at At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Brunswick, as 
well as all the other points, but at New 
York also. When I gay that it took us 
five years to acquire our :terminals at 
Atlanta and that we purchased the prop- 
erty from three hundred different oawn- 
ers, it-will give you some idea of the 
labor involved. 

“Part of the construction work has 
also been the construction of seventy- 
two locomotives, sixty-three passenger 
cars and nearly 5,000 freight care, over 
one-half of the freight cars having been 
constructed in Georgia.

1833 this pioneer built his humble home on a 
tract of land. running from the Kimball 
house to the governor's mansion and back to- 
ward Ponce de Leon springs. His nearest 
neighbor was miles away, and little did he 
dream :that a great city would one day rise 
here in its splendor, teeming with its thou- 
sands of inhabitants and busy marts of trade. 
The first impetus given this settlement was 
the determination on the part of the state 
of Georgia to build a railroad from the Ten- 
nessee river to a point east of the Chatta- 
most suitable for the running of 
branch roads thence to Madison; Athens, 
Milledgeville. and Columbus. The act was 
passed by the general assembly in December, 
1836. In this year the road was surveyed bv 
Stephen H. Long, who located its terminus 
near where the old depot now stands. The 
natives could think of no more appropriate 
name for the settlement than ‘‘Terminus,’’ 
and this it was called. The first locomotive 
reached Terminus tn 1842. It was hauled 
by wagons from Madison, Ga., 65 miles 
away, and on its arrival the whole village 
turned out to see this wonderful piece of 
meehanism.

In 1847 the Monroe railroad was completed 
and commenced running to Marthasville. It 
warn now seen that railroads were sure to 
result in making Marthasville ,a great city, 
and that name was thought to be not in 
keeping with the march of events. So in 1847, 
for the third and last time the name was 
changed—to Atlanta. 

It was on a similar occasion 
brating the construction of a great railwav 
system, that there was held in 1856, at the 
eity of Charleston, a ceiebration welcoming 
the completion of the Memphis and Charles- 
ton railroad, which connected fhe Mississinpp! 
river with the Atlantic ocean, through At- 
lanta. At such a banquet as this the mayor of 
Atlanta, Hon. William Ezzard, who, with 
many of Atlanta's citizens, attended the 
banquet, was invited to respond to a toast. 
The committee in charge requested him to re- 
spond to the following: ‘‘Atlanta—the Gate 
City—the only tribute which she requires of 
thosé who pass through her boundaries is 
that they stop long enough to partake of 
the hospitality of her citizens.’*’ From this 
occasion, and owlng to the aptness of the 
name, by virtue of its being a railroad cen- 
ter. Atlanta has ever since been called ‘‘The 
Gate City of the South.’’

Each Road Had Its Bank. 


Fach road had its bank; there was the 
Georgia Railroad bank in Augusta, the C&- 
tral Railway bank in Savannah, the Monroe 
bank in Macon and the state’s great Central 
bank at Milledgeville. Owing to the primi- 
tive methods of construction and the doubt- 
ful policy of these {investments none of these 
roads have ever yet been finished, and cop- 
struction cost is still going on in reducing 
grades and curvatures, laying heavier ralfls. 
putting in standard ballasts, adding new 
yards and stations and heavier equipment ta 
meet fhe increased demands of traffic. 

The first train over the Georgia road reach- 
ed Atlanta September 15, 1845—just fteen 
years to the day after the opening of the 
Liverpool and Mancheater, which was the 
first railroad in the world. We smile now 
at the stald old citizens of Madison, Coving- 
ton, Decatur and other towns who would not 
let the road pass through them and made 
them keep at a safe distance. If you loob 
at the map of the Central you wiil notice @ 
long detour which it makes around Bullocb 
and Emanuel counties. The planters did not

It subscribed 
$300,000 to the Georgia Pacific, and for the 
old East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
our citizens raiged something like $100,000, 
and bought the right of way and ground for 
the shops and stations. The state of Geor- 
gia had previously indorsed the bonds of 
the Georgia Pacific road for $1,950,000. 

In a few years the familiar cry of ‘‘dis- 
crimination’’ was heard, and Atlanta con- 
cluded to build a sure enough independent 
road to the sea, and we started the Atlanta 
and Fiorida of sad memory. To this enter- 
prise our citizens subscribed $500,000, al! of 
which was lost. The entry into Atlanta of 
the Seaboard Air Line in 1893, the extension 
of the Seaboard to Birmingham four years 
ago, and the coming of the Louisville and 
Nashville two years ago, are events which 
you all recall. It.is especially noteworthy 
in this C¢omnegtion that the genius who 
planned the a” railroad system, the 
completion of which we are celebrating to- 
night, has not even ask@d the people of 
Georgia to take stock or bonds in this new 
enterprise. He has relied entirely upon out- 
side resources to raise the money with which 
to construct this magnificent system, and all 
he asks of Georgia is that we give to him 
and his property an open field and fair 
treatment. 


900 Independent Companies, 


There are now 225,000 miles of railroads in 
the United States, comprising over 900 inde- 
pendent companies. Taken as a whole, they 
are not overcapitalized—a few may be. In 
1906 the average capitalization .>f the rail- 
roads in the United States was made up of 
$36,000 in bonds and $82,000 stock per mile. 
One-third of the stock was paying no divi- 
dends and @ per cent of the bonds were paying 
no interest. The average return from the 
capitalization of this $68,000 per mile in that 
year of the world’s heaviest traffic was a 
little less than 4 per cent per annum. 

The south now has 65,000 miles of rail- 
roads, while te 1880 it had only 20,000 miles. 
During the past twenty-five years the south’s 
mileage increased 210 per cent against 117 
per cent for the rest of the country. Geor- 
gia now has nearly 7,000 miles of railroads, 
which Is more than any other state in the 
south except Texas. 

Probably the most striking manifestation 
in American commerce has been the trend 
of grain and other products of the western 
fields toward southern ports for export. The 
growth of this movement is causing a com- 
plete change in the railroad map of the 
country. 

Coincident with the great éxpansion of 
trade from the west through the south has 
come the movement on the part of the rail- 
roads and other large corporations to provide 
adequate facilities for handling this traffic. 
To meet this anticipated movement the At 
lanta, Birmingham and Atlantic have built 
at Brunswick the most extensive docks and 
terminals on the Atlantic seaboard. 

With politics now occupyine the center of 
the national theater, it is not to be wondered 
at that business conditions are exceedingly 
quiet. There are, however, numerous ev!- 
dences of a turn for the better in trade con- 


ditions. The government's 
the condition of our leading agricultural 
products is most brilliant. It can now be 
said with more confidence than ever before 
that with good crops and a satisfactory re- 
sult of the presidential election, the country 
will enter upon next year with as fair a 
promise of reviving prosperity as could be 
wished for. 


Record Peach Crop. 


Georgia is now reaping the largest peach 
crop in her history, the remnant of her last 
cotton crop selling at 12 cents per pound and 
the prospects for the coming yield most bril- 
liant. Unless all signs fail generally, this 
year promises to be the highest in a series of 
six in the volume of farm products. BEstt- 
mates afe now being made that the value of 
crops and other marketable output of our 
farms will reach the stupendous total of 
eight billion dollars. 

Does any man within the sound of my 
voice recall a single public service com- 
pany, telephone, telegraph, street railway. 
electric light or gas. plant, steam railroad 
or ship line, costing as much as $500,000 nhav- 
ing been buflt in the past twenty years tn 
Georgia by entirely local or even southern 
capital? Has there an office building heen 
erected in any Georgia city, costing as much 
as $300,000, resting entirely on local capitg? 
If there has been I have not heard of it. 
How different would. our cities and our 
state be todage had not the capital of other 
sections sought investment here. So far as 
I know, this capital has never asked of our 
people anything but fair treatment, and I am 
glad to say that I believe the greater part 
of the people of Georgia are willing to see 
that it shall receive it.

FINE WEATHER 
FOR WHEAT CROP 


Reports Had Weakening Effect 
an Prices 


Chicago, June |9.—Favorable weather 
for harvesting in the gouthwest had a 
weakening effect today on the wheat 
market, the July delivery closing at a 
loss of 3-4@7-8c. Corn was }!-2c higher. 
Oats were up 3-8c. Provisions were 5@ 
71-2 to 10c lower. 

Weakness in the wheat market de- 
veloped late in the day after a period | 
of extreme nervousness. The market 
opened firm with good demand by sev- 
eral of the leading commission houses, 
but an easier tone soon resulted from 
liberal realizing by local holders who 
based their action on the absence of 
rain in the southwest, where harvest- 
ing is in progress. News of the day was 
about evenly divided and in this conse- 
quence prices fluctuated nervously un- 
til the final hour, when the sentiment 
became bearish and continyed heavy , 
the remainder of the day. The arrival 
at southwestern markets of a few cars 
of new wheat and a poor demand for 
cash wheat helped to weaken the mar- 
ket late in the forenoon. The close was 
weak. July opened unchanged to I-4c 
higher at 86 1-8 to 86 3-8c, advanced to 
88 |-2c and then declined to 87 1|-8c. 
The close wag at 87 |-4@87 3-8c. Clear- 
naces of wheat and flour were equal 
to 73,000 bushels. Exports for the week 
as shown by Bradstreets were equal 
to 3,420,000 bushels. Primary receipts 
were 362,000 bushels, compared with 
330,00 the corresponding day a year 
ago. Minneapolis, Duluth and Chicago 
reported receipts of 138 cars against 
242 last week and 267 a year ago. 

The corn market was strong almost 
all day and the July delivery touched 
a new high record mark for the season 
when it sold at 701-2c per bushel. Two 
of the leading cash interests were ag- 
gressive buyers and there was also 
free buying by horts. Unfavorable re- 
ports regarding the crop were the 
souce of strength. During the (final 
hour the market lost a large part of 
its firmness on profit-taking, due 
chiefly to the break in wheat. The 
close was steady. July opened 1-4 to 
1-8c higher at 69 1-2 to 69 *7-8c, advanc- 
ed to 701-2c and closed at 69 3-4c. Lo- 
cal receipts were 296 cars, 28 contract 
grade. 

Reports of damage to the growing 
crop in Illinois caused strength in the 
oats market, prices at the high point 
being nearly tc over yesterday's clos- 
ing quotations. Shorts and cash houses 
were urgent biddersand offerings were 
limited.
